Pelton, a former communica- 
tions specialist with the National 
Security Agency, was interrogated 
at an Annapolis hotel last Novem- 
ber for several hours, during which 
he ga y e authorities information 
about his contacts with Soviet 
nub agents, according to FBI 
special agent David Faulkner. 

Faulkner said the FBI never 
guaranteed Pelton immunity from 
prosecution in return for coopera- 
tion m the investigation.

Faulkner was responding to ac- 
cusations by public defender Fred 
Bennett that the FBI deceived Pel- 
ton by indicating he would not be 
prosecuted if he cooperated with 
agents.
